
12,000 flights 


75-year-old 
mum in law 
blaze death 


An inquest into the death of pensioner Mavis 
Evelyn Clift began on Monday in The Court 
Room, County Hall, George Row, 

Northampton. 

The 75-year-old of Washington Street, 
Kingsthorpe, Northampton, died on New 
Year’s Day 2008 at her home address from 
inhalation of smoke. 

Petrol had been poured through the letter¬ 
box of her home by her 56-year-old estranged 
son-in-law Paul Barber who had deteriorated 
mentally since being diagnosed with 
Parkinson’s Disease. He died awaiting trial. 

This inquest is scheduled for five weeks but 
could possibly finish in four weeks 



The Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire Air Ambulance is 
poised to take off on its 12,000th 
flight. 

The landmark occasion is coming 
just four months after the charity cel¬ 
ebrated 10 years of lifesaving work. 

Yesterday the air ambulance made 
only one flight but it took the total up 
to 11,999. 

Currently the air ambulance does 
not fly at night and very windy weath¬ 
er would prevent take-off so it is not 
certain when the 12,000th flight will 


take place but it is likely 

to be today as the service 
averages three missions a day. 

Head of Fundraising, Tracy 
Grunwell, said: “Every flight is very 
important to us - it’s a potential life 
saved. If you look at it that way, that’s 
potentially 12,000 lives we have gone 
out to rescue.” 

Tracy has been at the charity for 
eight years. 

She said: “The charity has grown, 
but not as much as we would like, 
because I still don’t think everybody 
in Northamptonshire realises that it is 
not Government or Lottery funded 


and that we really need a lot of 
people to sign up and support 


“Ideally, we need people to sign up 
to £2, £3 or £4 a month to ensure we 
will be here in another 10 years time. 
If everbody stops giving, that would 
be it, there would be no more Air 
Ambulances.” 

Each rescue mission costs an aver¬ 
age of £1,700, which is funded entirely 
by public donations. Last year the 
H&P led fundraising efforts.

DREAM DOORS 
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England can only get better says Hunter 


REPORTER Lawrence John spoke 
with former Northampton Saint, 
England and British Lion, Ian Hunter 
about the 2014 RBS Six Nations 



Former Northampton Saints and 
England player Ian Hunter will be 
taking the first train out of 
Edinburgh on Saturday night if 
England lose against Scotland in 
the RBS Six Nations. 

The former British Lion will be at 
Murrayfield for the Calcutta Cup 
match and is anticipating an 
England victory. 

Hunter who played full back/wing 
at international level between 1992- 
1995 winning seven caps, agrees 
with Welsh rugby legend Gareth 
Edwards, winning your first cap 
gives you a thirst to win another 
and another. 

Hunter made his England debut in 
1992 v Canada at the ‘old Wembley 
stadium’ and made his Twickenham 
debut against France 

Reflecting on his international 
career he said: “It was amazing 
playing in the Five Nations/Six 
Nations. 

“I really enjoyed playing at the Old 
Cardiff Arms Park as there was 
great intensity and it felt like you 


were playing against a whole 
nation. 

“So many of the other grounds 
have memories for me like Parc des 
Princes which was just incredible 
and full of atmosphere. 

“It is an enormous step up in 
terms of life but intensity and the 
pressure on you as a player. 

“It is both physically and mentally 
tough as you are now playing with 
and against some of the best players 
on the world. 

“There is also the pressure of play¬ 
ing in front of 60,000 - 70,000 spec¬ 
tators in the stadium and the mil¬ 
lions watching on television. 

“I think as a young player there is 
an amazing feeling pulling on that 
jersey. 

“When you go out on the field 
there is an enormous roar and you 
cannot hear yourself think. 

“Then the kick off and you have a 
heightened sense of intensity and 
the game is going. 

“You are now operating at another 
level, there is no respite and you are 
facing a different level of skilful 
player. 

“The speed of the game goes very 
fast and at times it was difficult to 
enjoy it as it seemed to fly by. 

“It was like that for England last 
Saturday against France. 

“To be a great player you have to 
be able create moments of magic. 

“It is making that right decision at 
the right time. 

“To play at international level you 
have to stand out from the crowd 
and have that X factor. 


“A great player will always do the 
right thing nine out of ten times. 

“It is all about instinct and judge¬ 
ment.” 

Hunter has been impressed with 
England in the opening match and 
despite the defeat in France he 
believes they can only get better. 

He felt all the Saints players who 
played against France did really 
well. 

He thinks England coach Stuart 
Lancaster should keep the same 
team and not make any chances. 

His only criticism of Lancaster was 
making the substitutions he did on 
Saturday which Hunter felt weak¬ 
ened the team. 


He could not believe England 
scrum half, Danny Care was taken 
off when he was playing so well. 

Looking ahead, Hunter believes 
Ireland will be the team to beat 
especially the form they are in at 
the moment. 

He says they are extremely strong, 
recycle the ball very quickly and 
their forwards are competitive. 

Hunter’s eye is also focussed on 
the main prize in 18 months time of 
the Rugby World Cup 2015 which is 
being held in England. 

He feels this should be the long 
term goal for England and these 
young players should be the ones 
who should compete in 2015.

Call to teach kids 
sexual consent

Children as young as 11 
should be taught about sexu¬ 
al consent, the manager of a 
rape crisis centre in 
Northamptonshire has said. 

Dawn Thomas, operations 
manager of the 

Northamptonshire Rape and 
Incest Crisis Centre (NRICC), 
says it is the key to tackling 
the soaring number of adult 
rapes recorded in the county. 

Ms Thomas said: “We 
believe a lot of work still 
needs to be done around pre¬ 
vention and awareness. 


“We need to educate our 
boys as well as our girls about 
the issue of consent, we need 
to discuss what is inappro¬ 
priate behaviour, what 
is sexual harassment, 
what is stalking and 
where the lines are 
between what is 
acceptable and 
what isn’t accept¬ 
able. 

“We need to have 
an open debate with 
them. Things around 
sexual violence is not a 
conversation people have.” 

We reported last week that 
Northamptonshire has the 


highest number of adult 
rapes recorded by the police 
force than elsewhere in 
England and Wales. 

The report by the

Chief calls for

Chief Constable of 
Northamptonshire 
Adrian Lee would like to 
see drunk tanks piloted 
in the county. 

The chief said a sub 
group is already looking 
at what had been 
achieved in Australia 
and the USA.

Why we need to be 
able to serve drinks 
after 3am 

Much publicity has been given to 
Chief Constable Adrian Lee’s 
comments about alcohol related 
crime in Northampton’s Night 
Time Economy, and the Herald is 
currently conducting an online 
poll entitled “Do you agree with 
the chief that it’s time to take 
action on violence in 
Northampton’s leisure zone?” 

The correct answer to this is, of 



But not in the way the Chief 
intends. And, believe it or not, 
there is actually some good news 
for Northampton! 

There is no denying that 
Northampton, like every town, 
sees some bad behaviour at night, 
caused by people who have been 
drinking too much alcohol. The 
Chief Constable, the Police & 
Crime Commissioner, the Council 
and indeed all the decent, hard¬ 
working licencees of the town, 
want to see these problems dealt 
with and reduced as much as pos¬ 
sible. We all share the same goals. 

But just how bad are the prob¬ 
lems? Well, when the idea for an 


Early Morning Restriction Order 
(a 3am curfew on alcohol sales) 
was first raised, one licensee 
wrote to the Police and asked 
“What is your evidence?” The 
Police were kind enough to write 
back and say “We haven’t got any.” 
Yes, we found that strange too, 
considering that an EMRO would 
likely kill several businesses stone 
dead. 

Fast-forward to a few months 
later, the EMRO proposal was put 
before the Council, accompanied 
by a thick report prepared by the 
Police with lots of statistics in it. 
And here’s what the Police’s own 
statistics show: only 14% of violent 
crimes occur during the Night 
Time Economy. 86% of violent 
crimes have nothing to do with 
the NTE at all. Surprised? I was. 

Even more astonishing: crime in 
the town centre’s Leisure Zone 
actually fell by 24% from 2005 to 
2013, with violent crime in the 
Leisure Zone falling by 28.6% over 
the same period. Despite what the 
Adrian Lee is saying, the exten¬ 
sion of opening hours has been 
associated with a fall in crime in 
town! Things are actually getting 
better, not worse, as Adrian Lee 
would have you believe. 

Yes, it’s true that there are more 
offences happening after 3am, 
which is the main thrust of the 
Chief Constable’s argument. But 
that’s just stating the obvious isn’t 
it? The town used to shut at 3am. 
People are now out till later, so 
there are some incidents that 
occur later. But crucially - and 
this is the important bit - there 
were 28.6% fewer violent offences 


happening in 2013 than there 
were in 2005, when all the clubs 
used to shut at 3am. 

So why on earth would anyone 
want to turn the clock back to 
2005 by imposing a 3am curfew? 
The answer is, and can only be, 
money. The police budget is under 
immense pressure, and keeping 
officers on the street until 6am 
costs money. But the council can¬ 
not introduce an EMRO because 
of police budget constraints. 
According to the legislation it can 
only be introduced for the pur¬ 
poses of cutting crime. And crime 
has been falling, which totally 
negates the case for an EMRO! 

And there is even more good 
news! The PCC set the Police a 
target to reduce crime in the NTE 
by 40%. The Police have appoint¬ 
ed Inspector Vaughn Clarke to a 
newly created position in charge 
of alcohol harm reduction. 
Inspector Clarke launched a new 
policing strategy in July 2013 in 
which the Police now act to tackle 
problems earlier and more 
robustly. They are making 
greater use of the tools 
available to them such as 
mobile custody suites, 
fixed penalty notices, 

Section 27’s (an 
order to leave the 
town centre) 
and, of course, 
making arrests 
when neces¬ 
sary. 

Now, by their 
own admis¬ 
sion, the 
police had not 


been doing these things as they 
should prior to July 2013! So if you 
ever needed proof that the way to 
cut crime is through better polic¬ 
ing, here it is: since July 2013 
crime is down in the NTE by 
around 30%, compared to the 
previous year. That’s a 30% cut in 
crime in just 6 months! And this 
comes on top of the 28.6% drop in 
violence already seen since 2005. 
That’s a 50% total drop in violence 
in the Leisure Zone since 2005, 
surely that is something positive 
that is worth shouting about? 

Clearly, we’re doing something 
right aren’t we? Northampton is 
getting consistently safer at night, 
year on year. 

So let’s celebrate the positives: 
Northampton is a great town to go 
out in, and it is fast getting even 
better.

Jamie said it was nice to be 
talked about and it was an 
interesting topic of conver¬ 
sation.

“I first became interested 
in the weather in 1987 when 
Michael Fish made his 
famous announcement a 
woman had said there was a 
hurricane on its way and he 
said there was no need to 
worry. 

“Then chaos happened 
when the hurricane arrived. 

“I have always been inter¬ 
ested in the weather but only 
started just over a year ago. 

“When I write my blogs I 
check the BBC Weather, The 
Met Office and other weath¬ 
er apps. 

“I look at all the evidence 
and use the radar app on my 
phone which tells me where 
the rain clouds are and when 


they will arrive in

“I was sitting somewhere in the 
Burrda stand, seeing a packed 
house even back then. 

“For a youngster you strive to get 
out there and play in front of that 
sort of crowd.” 

Hooley had battled through 
injury problems and played rugby 
for Championship friends Moseley 
before his first full run-out in 
Saints colours. 

“The guys helped me a lot in the 
week and helped me out during 
the game, and the main thing is 
that we won,” said Hooley.

but it’s always going to happen on 
your debut. 

“I give a lot of credit to Moseley, 
Kevin Maggs over there has been 
really positive and helped me out, 
and I think the dual registration 
thing is really good for young 
players.

To finally get the 
shot to play for the first team is a 
big honour.” 

With more effective displays 
Hooley might work his way into 
Mallinder’s plans more often, 
with appearances in major 
Premiership games such as 
Saturday evening’s trip to Exeter

youth international player.

Alan Connell said he had no 
hesitation about signing for 
Northampton Town despite 
the Cobblers’ perilous posi¬ 
tion at the bottom of the 
Football League. 

The striker’s transfer from 
League One Bradford City was 
confirmed on Thursday and 
the 31-year-old, who became 
new boss Chris Wilder’s first 
signing at Sixfields, feels that 
he has slotted right in. 

Bradford defeated the 
Cobblers 3-0 at Wembley in 
last season’s League Two play¬ 
off final and they are now mid¬ 
table in the higher division, so 
the challenge for Connell at 
the Cobblers will be very dif¬ 
ferent. 

However, he said he is up for 
the task of a relegation scrap 
with bottom club 
Northampton needing a big 
turnaround in fortunes to 
avoid relegation to non-league 
football and the Skrill Premier. 

“It’s been a long January for 
me, sometimes things that 
might happen don’t happen,” 
said Connell. 

“It plays on your mind a lot. 


“Eventually the gaffer came 
in, said he wanted to sign me 
and it was great news for me. 

“I was delighted to sign here 
straight away, there was no 
hesitation on my part. I signed 
on the Thursday, trained 
Thursday and Friday and was 
straight in on Saturday against 
Cheltenham. 

“We’re obviously in a posi¬ 
tion where there’s a lot at stake 
but those are the games you 
want to play in. 

“I’m not up to match fitness 
at the moment, I’m working 
hard and trying to be as sharp 
as I can be as quickly as I can 
be. 

“I’m really excited to be here 
and looking forward to the 
challenge.” 

Connell, who struggled for 
game time at the Bantams, 
had offers to play elsewhere 
but other former Bradford 
players at Sixfields - keeper 
Matt Duke and former loanee 
midfielder Ricky Ravenhill 
who has now signed perma¬ 
nently - were a factor in his 
decision. 

“I spoke to Dukey a couple of 
times and he was very comple¬ 
mentary and I feel really good 
about the place already,” said 
Connell. “I’ve got two good 
friends here and that’s impor¬ 
tant to me.”

Some say that Northampton player signings 
are like buses: you wait an age and then two or 
three turn up in convoy. 

The truth is that they are more like waiting 
for a taxi at 2am. You’re told that one is just 
round the corner and then someone skips in 
front and steals it. 

A miracle then that Emile Sinclair turned up 
without being intercepted on deadline day. 

Northampton fans will remember the Simon 
Cox story and staying up late only for the 
striker to join Swindon, so credit to David 
Cardoza for delivering. 

The club tweeted updates until the 11pm 
cut-off point and at one stage posted a photo 
of the Sixfields office, its lights still on with 
two hours to go, on a night which ended in the 
signing of Sinclair from Crawley. 

If a fan had burst into the office maybe 
they’d have found David Cardoza, Chris 
Wilder, Alan Knill and Gareth Willsher har¬ 
monising their own version of “Afternoon 
Delight” like Ron Burgundy’s news team in 
order to relieve boredom and keep up the cha¬ 
rade of movement with Sinclair secured the 


previous morning? 

Alas I am informed by the club’s media man 
Willsher that Sinclair’s purchase did indeed 
happen late and in any case Willsher is more 
of an Oasis man and Wilder can’t hold a tune. 

The Cobblers’ boss would, however, be hop¬ 
ing to get sweet music out of his other signings 
Allan Connell, Ricky Ravenhill, Leon 
McSweeney and Gregor Robertson with the 
discordant Ishmel Demontagnac and Kevin 
Amankwaah drifting into the night. 

Connell and Ravenhill were both brought in 
from League One Bradford and were luckless 
not to make the grade at Valley Parade. 

Cobblers’ fans quickly questioned Connell’s 
scoring record at the Yorkshire club but would 
be better served looking beyond the statistics. 

For starters, thirty year-old Connell had to 
compete with Nahki Wells for a role alongside 
target-man James Hanson and it may well be 
that Connell will improve his strike-rate as a 
first-choice forward. 

Ravenhill too scrapped for a first eleven 
berth and with a key job in the Northampton 
central midfield could see his holding mid- 
field skills come to the fore. 

At any rate, Cobblers’ fans will be delighted 
to see a guy that can tackle after watching the 
likes of Ben Harding flitting around the pitch 
in recent years. 

Emile Sinclair strengthens the “Bradford 
connection” having played for the Bantams’ 
youth side and comes with the swagger of a 
player with a bit of pedigree. 

Twenty six year-old Sinclair played under 
Colin Calderwood for Nottingham Forest 


before an undisclosed fee move to 
Peterborough, by way of Macclesfield and 
then Crawley for £100,000. 

Crawley boss John Gregory might have done 
his old club a favour by allowing Sinclair to 
come to Sixfields and it is some relief that the 
position of imposing striker, vacated by 
Akinfenwa, may now be finally filled. 

Northampton travelled to Cheltenham on 
Saturday with utility player Leon McSweeney 
signed on to increase the Cobblers’ arrivals to 
four new faces, with Robertson following on 
Tuesday. Cheltenham is twinned with the 
Russian Winter Olympics city Sochi and Chris 
Wilder hoped Northampton could get a grip 
on their current slippery slope. 

A sodden Whaddon Road pitch and high 
winds are not conducive to Wilder’s style of 
football and the weather caused instant issues 
for the Cobblers. 

With less than a minute gone, a Robins’ long 
ball looped over Duke for Jamie Cureton to 
poke home the opener. 

Both the flight and bounce of the ball were 
tricky but the seasoned Duke should have 
stayed put, particularly with the predatory 
Cureton lurking. 

Post-match, Cobblers’ gaffer Wilder let slip 
that the squad had little chance to work 
together in training, which explains areas of 
confusion between his black clad side. 

At times, the Northampton defence was 
nervy, with Tozer and Blair taking time to 
find their right flank rhythm whilst Antonio 
German up front could have laid the ball off 
more rather than trying to blast his way 


through opponents. Previously, Northampton 
succumbed to physical and mental fatigue in 
second halves but there was to be no flurry of 
goals conceded as against Chesterfield and 
York. 

Instead, Wilder was able to bring on Emile 
Sinclair and Leon McSweeney. 

Both are experienced players, capable of 
travelling with the ball and it was 
Loughborough University graduate 
McSweeney who had the biggest impact on 
the game with his thoughtful play. 

A McSweeney pass released Morris on seven¬ 
ty-six minutes and his tempting cross was met 
on the stretch by a darting Matty Blair who 
volleyed past Scott Brown. 

Wilder puts emphasis on stamina and with 
the likes of Chris Hackett returning in the 
coming weeks his side will be further capable 
of seeing out games. 

Northampton remain six points adrift after 
this draw but it is revealing of the competition 
in League Two that if the Cobblers beat mid 
table opponents Plymouth at Sixfields on 
Saturday, it will be the Pilgrims suffering sta¬ 
tus anxiety. Meanwhile, bottom half clubs are 
only one loss away from fans turning on their 
managers with Mark Yates at Cheltenham and 
Paul Tisdale and Cox at Exeter and Mansfield 
already considered to be worn out. 

It could well be taxi for any one of these free 
falling managers in the coming weeks with 
Northampton plotting a route up the table. 

There’s one just around the corner.

New Northampton Town manager Chris 
Wilder thinks that the club's fresh start 
has already led to a restored sense of 
belief at Sixfields. 

The former Oxford United boss has now 
been at the helm of the relegation threat¬ 
ened Cobblers for just ten days but he is 
encouraged by the early signs as he tries to 
steer his charges away from the Football 
League’s trapdoor. 

Saturday’s 1-1 draw away at Cheltenham 
Town didn’t move Northampton any 
nearer to climbing out of the drop-zone as 
they are still marooned at the bottom of 
League Two, six points adrift of safety. 

But Wilder - who has brought in five new 
faces to the club and overseen the depar¬ 
ture of two others during his short tenure 
- took plenty of positives from the trip to 
Whaddon Road. 

“The supporters after the game, I think 
they saw enough to say ‘you know, we’ve 
got half a chance here,”’ said Wilder. 

“I think we’ve got more than half a 
chance. 

“As I said to the players before, I was 
delighted with their attitude and the way 
they went about it, especially in the sec¬ 
ond half. 

“It felt like a win, even though it was only 
a draw. There was a good positive feeling 
in the changing room afterwards. 

“I don’t think supporters get it wrong 
often, and the players deserved their 
round of applause at the end. 

“They got right behind the team, and 
hopefully we’ve given them something 
that gives them a bit of hope and belief 


that we can retain our Football League 
status.” 

Wilder’s first match began in disastrous 
fashion when a long ball in the opening 
minute caught out Cobblers keeper Matt 
Duke and sailed over his head, allowing 
Jamie Cureton an easy finish. 

The visitors responded in admirable 
fashion though and deservedly levelled 
through Matty Blair in the second half. 

Wilder’s four signings before the week¬ 
end, strike pair Alan Connell and Emile 
Sinclair, defender Leon McSweeney and 
returning midfielder Ricky Ravenhill, all 
played a part at Cheltenham along with 
another forward, Antonio German, who is 
staying at the club for a further month 
after Wilder extended his loan from 
Gillingham. 

“I thought all four of them contributed, 
and Antonio did better,” said the boss, 
who also allowed Ishmel Demontagnac 
and Kevin Amankwaah to leave and has 
since added defender Gregor Robertson. 

“We’ve had to try and get so much into 
the players in such a short time and we 
haven’t got the six week luxury of a pre¬ 
season, it’s happening now.” 

Cobblers now have a home test against 
Plymouth Argyle to look forward to on 
Saturday as Wilder searches for a precious 
first three points in charge. 

“The players have to give the supporters 
something to shout about and we’re going 
to be on the front foot on Saturday and go 
for a win,” he said. 

“It was a fresh start at the weekend, and 
hopefully it will be a fresh start with the 
home results coming up.” 

Winger Chris Hackett should return to 
play some part against Plymouth.
